God with Us 


For the Feast of Corpus Christi 





HEN, in 1264, Pope Urban IV extended the Feast of 
Corpus Christi to the universal Church, he encouraged 
the faithful to celebrate it “with faith dilated in thanks- 
giving, with hope leaping with joy and with charity 
moved to the depths with gladness.” Truly, this festival 
is an invitation to Catholics to come with rejoicing 
and lay their homage at the feet of the King of kings 
as He is brought forth from the hiddenness of His 
tabernacles, borne in triumphal processions, and enshrined upon 
numberless altars under the blue canopy of the heavens, amid flickering 
lights and fragrant flowers. 

How many millions of hearts pay Him homage today as He 
passes by with His royal cortege, dispensing graces and blessings. 
As we join the throngs of His faithful children in making open 
profession of our Faith in this sublime mystery of love, can we not 
almost feel the rays of Divine love issuing from the Sacred 
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Host as from a glorious sun, and like golden threads binding our souls 
to God in unity of faith, hope and love? 

If our poor hearts, weighed down by the cares and distractions 
of life, cannot rise on the wings of faith to the sublime heights of joy 
and love to which this Eucharistic festival invites us, let us try to 
imbibe something of the spirit of the feast from the stream of inspiring 
thoughts which flowed from the prolific pen of Father Faber. 


Corpus Christi — a Feast of Triumph 


Corpus Christi is essentially a feast of triumph. It is a day of 
triumph rather even than of joy; a day of power, of fearlessness, of 
public profession of faith, of the heavenly insult of truth over doubt, 
heresy, falsehood, sacrilege and blasphemy. Its position immediately 
following upon Trinity Sunday is a sort of type of this. It does not 
come after the Ascension in unbroken order, as one feast of our Lord 
following another, nor even at once after Pentecost, when the descent 
of the Holy Ghost had been, as it were, the fruit of the Ascension and 
the sweet token of the strange truth that it could ever be expedient for 
us that our Lord should go away. But it waits until the Church has led 
up all her mysteries into the secret fountain, the mother mystery of 
the Most Holy Trinity, as if the whole collective devotion of the year 
rose up into the unapproachable light, and fell back again in showers 
of glory and in streams of celestial power and beauty upon men in the 
grand and consummating mystery of Transubstantiation. Hence its 
character of triumph. The Church Militant is blended for a moment 
with the Church Triumphant, and forgets her exile and her militant 
condition; and the worship of the Holy Trinity, which is a sort of fore- 
taste of heaven, finds its adequate expression in the joyous adoration 
of the Blessed Sacrament. 

O sweet Sacrament of love! we belong to Thee, for Thou art our 
living Love Himself. Thou art our well of life, for in Thee is the 
Divine Life Himself, immeasurable, compassionate, eternal. Today is 
Thy day, and on it there shall not be a single thought, a single hope, 
a single wish, which shall not be all for Thee! 

But we must go far away in order to catch the spirit of the feast, 
far away from our temporal worries and cares. We must put before 
ourselves as on a map the aspect which the whole Church is presenting 
to the eye of God today. Oh, the joy of the immense glory the Church 
is sending up to God at this hour; verily, it is as if the world were 
unfallen still. We think, — and as we think, the thoughts are like so 
many successive tidewaves filling our whole souls with the fulness of 
delight, — of all the thousands of Masses which are being said or sung 
the whole world over, and all rising with one note of blissful acclama- 
tion from grateful creatures to the Majesty of our merciful Creator. 
How many glorious processions, with the sun upon their banners, are 
now winding their way round the squares of mighty cities, through the 
flower-strewn streets of Christian villages, through the antique cloisters 
of the glorious cathedral, or through the grounds of the devout semi- 
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nary, where the various colors of the faces and the different languages 
of the people are only so many fresh tokens of the unity of that Faith, 
which they are all exultingly professing in the single voice of the 
magnificent ritual of Rome! 

Upon how many altars of varied architecture, amid sweet flowers 
and starry lights, amid clouds of humble incense, and the tumult of 
thrilling song, before thousands of prostrate worshippers, is the Blessed 
Sacrament raised for exposition, or taken down for benediction! How 
many blessed acts of faith and love, of triumph and of reparation, do 
not each of these things surely represent! The world over, the summer 
air is filled with the voice of song. The gardens are shorn of their 
fairest blossoms to be flung beneath the feet of the Sacramental God. 
The church steeples are proclaiming the glad messages of countless 
bells, and all the millions of souls belonging to the royal family and 
spiritual lineage of St. Peter are today engaged more or less with the 
Blessed Sacrament; so that the whole Church Militant is thrilling with 
glad emotion, like the tremulous rocking of the mighty sea. 

But all this represents and reveals an interior world of deep wor- 
ship and of countless supernatural operations of the Holy Ghost, and 
of the exuberant activity and inexhaustible energy of the Precious 
Blood... What is all this but triumph, the triumph of our hidden 
Lord? And the Church exults with Him. She triumphs with Jesus. 
But it is not a triumph of the Church because she has finally destroyed 
her enemies and is victorious. Every day is only bringing new enmi- 
ties to view, and unmasking false friends. — Neither is the Feast of 
the Blessed Sacrament a triumph because the Church is at peace. She 
never gets beyond a truce, and it is seldom enough that she ever has 
so much as that. She can never be at peace until the day of doom, 
nor while there is yet a soul left unsaved. — Neither does she triumph 
because heresy is stifled all over the earth. For new heresies wax while 
old ones wane; and each schism as it decays is the fruitful parent of 
many more. — Neither again is she triumphant because she has out- 
lived so many foes who at one time seemed to be actual conquerors; 
though this phenomenon must be a daily subject for her devout thanks- 
giving and renewed confidence in God. 

Neither does she triumph because the Blessed Sacrament is to her 
a foretaste of the joys of heaven and of its eternal satisfactions. Men 
do not triumph in anticipations and the feast of victory must be some- 
thing more than the pleasant ardor of desire. Nay, truly, if I shall 
not seem to be uttering a conceit, I will say that this one day is the 
only day in the year in which she does not seem to think of heaven; 
rather, she acts as if it had come to her, and she needed not to go to it. 

This brings me at once to the real cause of her spiritual triumph. 
It is because she has Jesus Himself with her, the living God, in the 
Blessed Sacrament. It is no commemoration of Him; it is Himself. 
It is no part of the mystery of the Incarnation; it is the whole mystery, 
and the Incarnate One Himself. It is not simply a means of grace; 
it is the Divine Fountain of grace Himself. It is not merely a help 
to glory; it is the glorified Redeemer Himself, the owner and the 
source of all glory. The Blessed Sacrament is God in His mysterious, 
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miraculous veils. It is this real presence of God which makes Catholi- 
cism a religion quite distinct from any of the so-called forms of 
Christianity. It is this possession of her God which is of necessity the 
life-long triumph of the Church. Nothing short of this could be a 
real or sufficient triumph to the Bride of Christ. 

How we should rejoice, therefore, in the possession of the Blessed 
Sacrament. With what love ought we today, with the Bride of Christ, 
accompany the Bridegroom, and in union with the Holy Father, the 
bishops and priests, the religious orders, the men and women, youths 
and maidens of all Christendom, sing and rejoice and adore our God- 
with-us in the Blessed Sacrament. With the little children we ought 
today to become children in spirit, and with pure and holy joy surround 
the Sacramental Savior and beg His blessing! Nor should we forget 
to thank Him for the great joy, the great happiness of being a Catholic. 
How the consciousness of our great privilege ought to overflow today 
in hymns of praise and thanksgiving! O holy Church, Bride of Christ, 
so dear to our hearts! Today is thy day — the feast of the one, holy 
Catholic and apostolic Faith!

Heart of Jesus, Full of Goodness 
and Love 





NSPIRED by the Spirit of Love and urged by the plead- 

ings of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, our holy Mother, the 
/ Church, instituted the Feast of the Sacred Heart, to be 
_ observed as a day of loving reparation on the Friday 
after the octave of Corpus Christi. The close relation 
of these two feasts is but another manifestation of the 
intimate relation that exists between devotion to the 
Blessed Sacrament and devotion to the Sacred Heart. 
The one devotion embraces and supplements the other, for it is under 
the Eucharistic veils that the Divine Heart of Jesus continues Its loving 
operations for the salvation and sanctification of souls. 

It was usually in the Blessed Sacrament that Jesus manifested His 
Divine Heart to His humble confidante, St. Margaret Mary Alacoque. 
It was there He complained of the outrages committed against -Him, 
and of the coldness and ingratitude of mankind. It was there He made 
known the homage He desires and the loving reparation He wishes to 
have offered to His Sacred Heart. 

It was the vehement love of His Sacred Heart that urged Jesus to 
conceal Himself under the strange guise of the Eucharistic Species, in 
order to be able to impart to us in richest measure the treasures of His 
grace. But in this greatest of mysteries our loving Savior does not 
content Himself with imparting to us merely a portion of His graces; 
it is Himself — the Source of all graces — He gives to us in the Sacra- 
ment of His love. 

The princes of this world show their liberality only on certain 
occasions and to certain persons. But Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament 
gives all, to all, and at all times. “Come,” He says, “Come to Me, all 
you that labor and are burdened, and I will refresh you” (Matt. xi. 28). 
Verily, one might almost say that to enjoy the privilege of approaching 
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this Source of all good, one need but be poor and oppressed in order 
to be certain of a kind reception. 

Long before its institution, the Eucharistic Banquet was fore- 
shadowed in the words of the Psalmist: “Thou hast prepared a table 
before me, against them that afflict me” (Ps. xxii. 5). In this Sacra- 
ment of love, Jesus not only opens to us His Divine Heart to satiate 
us with His graces, but He gives us His very self to be our strength 
and our protection against our spiritual enemies. In bestowing upon 
us this Divine gift He has withheld nothing, for in giving Himself He 
has given us all. “He that spared not even His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all, how hath He not also, with Him, given us all 
things?” (Rom. viii. 32.) 


Jesus Longs for a Return of Love 


Ah, yes, Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament is full of goodness and 
love, but He longs most ardently that we also make Him a return of 
love. His Heart is all on fire with the ardor of His love; but alas! we 
go to Him with such coldness and want of trust. He comes to us laden 
with graces and heavenly treasures, and we appear before Him empty- 
handed and devoid of good works. He longs to pour out upon us the 
riches of His mercy, but our hearts are so captivated by the love of 
creatures that they cannot participate in the boundless generosity of 
our Savior! 

Again and again, Jesus confided to His faithful spouse St. Mar- 
garet Mary His vehement desire to be loved by men. “I am athirst,” 
He said, “with so ardent a desire to be loved by men in the Most Holy 
Sacrament, that I am consumed by it. But I find scarcely anyone who 
will make an effort according to My desire to refresh Me by giving 
Me a return of love.” On another occasion He uttered this touching 
complaint: “Behold this Heart which has so loved men that It spared 
no sacrifice, not even death and annihilation, in order to testify to 
them Its love. And in return I receive from the greater part of mankind 
only ingratitude, by reason of the contempt, irreverence, sacrilege and 
coldness which they show me in this Sacrament of love.” Then Jesus 
pleaded with His spouse that she at least give Him all the consolation 
in her power by supplying for this ingratitude, and that she communi- 
cate every First Friday of the month, to offer atonement to the Divine 
Justice through the merits of His Sacred Heart. 

Daily this complaint of our loving Savior is verified by the irrev- 
erences and injuries committed against Him in the Blessed Sacrament. 
Here He is exposed to the same insults and injuries to which He was 
subjected in His Passion when He declared Himself to be a King. The 
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cruel treatment accorded His Sacred Person by the Jews was not more 
cruel than the injuries inflicted upon His Sacred Body in the Sacrament 
of His love. With a frequency that proclaims all to clearly the increas- 
ing number and boldness of His enemies, Sacred Hosts are snatched 
from the enclosure of the tabernacle, flung into the mire, trampled upon, 
pierced with knives, and subjected to a thousand other desecrations 


too horrible to mention. 
Wounded by Neglect 


Yet it is not only at the hands of His enemies that Jesus suffers 
indignities and injuries in the Holy Eucharist. It is especially the 
indifference and the neglect of those who call themselves His friends 
that pains His loving Heart. Of such ingratitude He complained 
especially to St. Margaret Mary when He said: “This I feel more 
keenly than all I endured in My Passion. If they would answer love 
for love, I should look upon all I have done for them as little, and 
I should, if that were possible, do still more. But they meet my eager- 
ness to do them good only with coldness and rebuffs.” 

Alas! how many homes there are that are furnished with all the 
elegance and luxury money can purchase, while the churches — the 
dwelling places of the King of kings— are left desolate and bare. 
And how many people would be ashamed to wear a garment as poor 
and miserable as the linens upon which the Sacred Body of Jesus 
rests. Yet it is not poverty, but neglect, that wounds the loving Heart 
of Jesus to Its very core. It is not the poverty so much as the unclean- 
liness of His churches that pains His Divine Heart. But above all, 
it is the want of reverence and recollection displayed in His presence 
that grieves the Heart of Jesus. People are often more reserved and 
attentive at worldly plays and amusements than they are at the cele- 
bration of the Sacred Mysterics. Young people often act in a rude 
and frivolous manner in the presence of our Eucharistic Lord, and 
reserve their better manners for worldly gatherings. Truly, the Turks 
would put many a Catholic to shame by the reverence which they show 
at their religious ceremonies. In their mosques they do not venture to 
raise their eyes, and to laugh or speak would be a crime deserving 
of death. 

Truly might unbelievers thus accuse us: You observe courtesy 
and etiquette in the houses of the rich and the homes of your friends, 
but how is it that you set aside all reverence in the house of God, if 
you really believe that Jesus Christ is present in the Host upon the 
altar? We despise your sacraments — but do you not teach us to do 
so by your behavior? 
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From His tabernacles, Jesus looks down upon us, His poor, miser- 
able creatures, with tender sympathy. His Heart yearns with a longing 
that amounts almost to anguish, to give us abundantly of His treasures. 
“My Divine Heart,” He said to His privileged spouse, “understanding 
human inconstancy and frailty, desires with incredible ardor to be 
continually invited to operate and accomplish in man what he himself 
is unable to accomplish. My omnipotence can easily do so; My 
impenetrable wisdom can do it in the most perfect manner; and My 
joyous and loving charity desires ardently to accomplish this end.” 


Our Compassion Will Make Amends 


The love of Jesus for us knows no limit; yet His love meets with 
so little love in return. Oh, how hard-hearted and insensible are the 
hearts of men! Let us, at least, endeavor to console Him for this 
want of love, and often say to Him: — 

O Adorable Heart of Jesus, Heart aglow with love for men, created 
only for the purpose of loving mankind and to be loved by them in 
return! How is it possible that men make Thee so little return of 
love? that they treat Thee so disdainfully? O Heart of Jesus, abyss 
of mercy and love, at sight of such love and such ingratitude I cast 
myself before Thee and implore Thy mercy for the poor, deluded 
world. As long as I live, I will render Thee love for love. I will 
ever be grateful for the institution of the Most Blessed Sacrament. 
Never shall I cease proclaiming the praise of Thy Sacred Heart, which 
has loved me and exhausted Itself in loving me. Gladly I come before 
Thy throne of mercy, to offer my homage of adoration, praise and 
reparation. Here I will love Thee with my whole heart, with my 
whole soul and with all my strength. O Heart of Jesus, Heart lan- 
guishing for souls and for love, I will do all I can to quench Thy 
burning thirst. Oh, yes, my dearest Savior, with a fervent heart will I 
make amends, will I atone for the ingratitude and coldness of a for- 
getful world. 

But alus! how can I render worthy reparation? How can I give 
Thee true consolation? How can I make adequate return for the 
graces Thou hast lavished on us, as 1 myself am so often wanting in 
love and gratitude? Ah, Divine Lord! in Thy infinite wisdom and 
goodness Thou dost give us Thy own Sacred Heart, Thy all-powerful 
Heart, Thy Deified Heart, as a means to offer atonement. Behold, I 
offer Thee Thy own most Sacred Heart, with all Its love, all Its 
merits and all Its perfections, in reparation for my own coldness and 
ingratitude and that of all mankind, and in thanksgiving aad all the 
graces and benefits Thou hast bestowed upon us.

Trust 





ONFIDENCE, or trust in God, is one of the most beau- 

tiful blossoms springing from the roots of hope and 
love. It is a virtue sorely needed in our days, when 
distrust would seem to be the ruling star guiding indi- 
viduals and nations. It is a lesson taught to us so 
perfectly by that heroine of confidence — the Little 
Flower of Jesus. From her we have the illuminating 
statement: “We can never have too much confidence in our God. As 
we trust in Him, so shall we receive.” Her life was indeed an exempli- 
fication of the philosophy her words proclaim, and the wonders wrought 
through her intercession after death would appear to be the stamp of 
Divine approval upon her words and works. Following her inspiring 
example, let us also strive to study and to imbibe that philosophy of 
trust, the virtue of confidence so pleasing to God and so efficacious 
in our own behalf. Nothing could be more conducive to this end than 
the frequent repetition of the indulgenced ejaculation: Sacred Heart 
of Jesus, I trust in Thee, to which His Holiness, Pope Pius X granted 
an indulgence of 300 days for each recitation. 

St. Margaret Mary, to whom the Savior revealed the most intimate 
secrets of His Divine Heart, embodies these words in her Act of Con- 
secration to the Sacred Heart: “O Heart of love, I place all my trust 
in Thee,” — thus proving that this spirit of trust and confidence was 
given to her by our Savior Himself, that she might be His chosen 
instrument to make it known to the world. 

Confillence in the goodness of the Sacred Heart is one of the most 
characteristic features of devotion to the Divine Heart, as it is one of 
the fundamental conditions and the most secure means of obtaining 
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graces and blessings. And it is precisely this that gives such power 
and efficacy to the little ejaculation, Sacred Heart of Jesus, I trust in 
Thee. The ejaculation contains an explicit act of hope in God, a tender 
and loving act of confidence in the goodness of Jesus Christ toward 
us. To us, Jesus has given all that He had, all that He is. He has 
given His life, His Blood, His very all, for us. To the point of 
extravagance He has given Himself to us as a gift in Holy Communion. 
Compared to this, all that we can ask of Him is as nothing. As com- 
pared with the gift of Himself, every other grace, every favor He 
may give us is negligible. Surely, then, our confidence should abound 
and we should not fail to ask of Him with the utter assurance that 
we shall not be refused anything that is for our good. 

Our Blessed Savior yearns to have us trust in Him, and to tell 
Him that we do. “What wilt thou that I do for thee?” He asked the 
blind man of Jericho. Jesus knew perfectly well, but He wished to 
hear it from the man’s own lips. The words of this little ejaculation, 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, I trust in Thee, express exactly that which our 
dear Savior wishes to hear. It is admirably adapted for daily, yes, for 
continual use, and all who make a practice of using it frequently, 
acknowledge the immense fruit they derive therefrom. An excellent 
practice is to take one’s rosary and recite upon its beads: Sacred Heart 
of Jesus, I trust in Thee. Marvelous effects from the repetition of 
this act of confidence have been experienced, particularly by those who 
are dejected and discouraged. The little prayer has been especially 
efficacious in obtaining the conversion of sinners, even the most ob- 
durate. Some persons have the practice of repeating the ejaculation 
one hundred and fifty times daily, and concluding with the recitation 
of the Litany of the Sacred Heart. This is an excellent form of prayer 
for a novena to the Sacred Heart. 

Our Divine Savior said one day to St. Teresa: “There are very 
few souls who understand My mercy. They feel themselves extremely 
weak and subject to commit many faults, and they cannot imagine that 
I love them most tenderly in spite of their miseries. This want of 
trust in My love afflicts Me deeply.” As we repeat the beautiful little 
expression of confidence, Sacred Heart of Jesus, I trust in Thee, let 
us ponder upon the abysses of the Sacred Heart, those abysses of love 
and mercy in which we are able to submerge all our sins and failures, 
those infinite abysses of which St. Margaret Mary spoke so touchingly: - 

“If you are in a morass of poverty, plunge yourself into the 
Sacred Heart and It will enrich you. If you are in a stafe of great 
weakness, or fall from moment to moment, immerse yourself in the 
strength of the Sacred Heart — It will strengthen and deliver you. If 
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you are in the depth of misery, bury your miseries in this Adorable 
Heart, which is full to the brim with loving kindness. If you are 
steeped in pride and vain self-esteem, plunge these failings into the 
humility of the Sacred Heart. If you are surrounded by darkness, 
It will clothe you once more in light. When you are oppressed by 
sadness, take your sorrow to the Divine joy of the Sacred Heart, where 
you will find a treasure that will scatter all your sadness and affliction 
of spirit. When you are in trouble and distress, immerse yourself in 
the peace of this Adorable Heart, which no man can take from you. 
If you are overcome with fear, drown that fear in trust in the Sacred 
Heart, and there fear will give place to love.” 

Let us often ponder these beautiful expressions of trust, for the 
better and more thoroughly we understand them and the more pro- 
foundly we realize that in Jesus we have discovered the remedy of all 
our impotence and failures, the more boundless and unassailable will 
be our trust, the more blessings we shall reap for time and eternity, 
and the more pleasing we shall be to God. Let us spread wide the 
sails of our ship of trust. They will enable us to ride before the wind 
of trial and disappointment, to ride toward the desired anchorage of 
perfect rest in Jesus.

WILL bless every home in which an image of My Heart 
shall be exposed and honored. I will give peace to 
all families.” These beautiful words, coming from the 
lips of our Divine Savior Himself, constitute two of the 
twelve promises He made to St. Margaret Mary concern- 
ing devotion to His Sacred Heart. In them we see the 
rudiments of the devotion of the enthronement which 
is at present being fostered with so much spiritual profit 

to families. As the humble religious knelt in prayer before the taber- 

nacle in the Convent of the Visitation, our Blessed Savior frequently 
appeared to her, showing her His Heart from which flames of fire 
seemed to be escaping, signifying the ardent love for men with which 

His Heart burns, and the impetuous desire of that love to escape and 

enkindle the world. 

Possibly the twelve promises of Jesus to St. Margaret Mary have 
become so familiar to us that they do not impress us as they should. 
They cover the full field of our needs for the life of the body as well 
as that of the soul; they are for time as well as for eternity. That 
Jesus, the King of Love, has amply fulfilled the promises uttered so 
long ago, is verified time and time again by members of families where 
an image of the Sacred Heart has been enthroned and revered. Strik- 
ing examples of the extraordinary blessings that follow the mere erec- 
tion of a statue of the Sacred Heart, or the public recitation of prayers 
in Its honor, are innumerable. Fallen away Catholics have been 
brought back to the Faith, conversions have been made, prodigal chil- 
dren have been transformed, doubt and darkness and despair have 
given way to light and peace and love. At times there are striking 
evidences of Divine intervention, and it is impossible not to perceive 
in them a fulfilment of the promises of the Sacred Heart. 

A touching illustration of the power of this devotion, the power 
of the Sacred Heart to draw all things unto Itself, comes to us from 
far-away India. It was related by a Nun who is laboring among the 
natives there. The Sister in question had received a beautiful image 
of the Sacred Heart for installation in one of their convent buildings. 
It so happened, however, that the members of one of the native Chris- 
tian families, seeing the picture, longed to have it to place in their own 
home. As they were excellent and exemplary Christians and exerted 
a wide influence upon their own people, the Nun parted with her 
treasure, that it might be enthroned in their home. The enthronement 
was solemnly carried out, and: only a short time afterward the first 
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fruits became visible. A friend of the family, much impressed with 
the picture and the reverence paid to it by the Christian family, asked 
the Sister for a similar one that he might place it in his home. Though 
still a pagan, he felt an instinctive longing to draw near to the Sacred 
Heart and had determined to study the religion which had effected so 
great a change in the lives of his friends and afforded them so much 
consolation. Thus did the Sacred Heart come to reign even in the home 
of a pagan family, and thus, too, did His kingdom soon come to their 
noble and generous hearts. 

Impressive also was the recent enthronement of the Sacred Heart 
in a mid-western college. The members of the faculty and all the 
student body gathered in the college chapel where the image of the 
Sacred Heart was blessed and then solemnly enthroned in the place 
prepared for it. Assuredly this is an example which might well be 
followed by many more of our institutions of higher learning, that 
the reign of the Sacred Heart might be secured in the hearts of the 
young people of today as the best possible antidote against the poison- 
ous doctrines instilled by votaries of the world. 

And who can tell the joy which the Sacred Heart of Jesus must 
have experienced when the solemn ceremonies of the enthronement were 
recently carried out in a large commercial factory? This touching 
story comes to us from China, where the Faith is making such rapid 
strides today, and where examples of zeal and loyalty abound, examples 
which are indeed a lesson to our own Catholic people. At the invitation 
of the manager of a large match factory, recently opened by a group 
of Catholics in one of the larger cities of China, and in the presence 
of the workmen and many visitors, a large statue of the Sacred Heart 
was blessed and solemnly enthroned in the office of the director. In 
the course of his sermon in connection with the enthronement ceremony, 
the Vicar Apostolic mentioned that it is entirely fitting to invite the 
Savior to rule over a commercial enterprise, the workers of which 
should constitute one large family. By fidelity to Christ’s doctrines 
in their business practices, particularly the principles of justice and 
charity, peace and happiness would be assured, and a noteworthy 
example given to all. 

Ah, yes, what a transformation would not be effected in our modern 
world, so troubled and so anxious over the multifarious questions 
besetting it, if the doctrines of the meek and humble Sacred Heart were 
followed? if those who are now sitting in the darkness of unbelief 
and error would permit the light of His grace and love to shine upon 
them ? 
May these few sparks escaping from the great fire burning in the 
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Sacred Heart, and Its desire to rule over the world, enkindle our poor 
hearts that we may become His apostles in the midst of a cold and 
indifferent world. Let us, then, go to the Heart of Jesus that we may 
draw others to Him; let us draw near to the fiery furnace of His Divine 
Heart in which the hearts of so many saints have been enkindled. 
Let us beseech Him to give us a little flame of His Divine charity, that 
we may the more ardently love and serve Him. And let us, during 
this month, frequently breathe that little prayer of the apostolate of 
the Sacred Heart: “Sacred Heart of Jesus, Thy kingdom come!”

devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, to which the month of June 

is dedicated. Devotion to the Sacred Heart originated the moment 
the Heart of our Savior was pierced with the lance upon the Cross. 

St. Frances of Rome once beheld in vision the Wound of the Heart 
of Jesus, from which gushed forth a stream of living water. At the 
same time she heard these words: “I am Love crying aloud: If anyone 
thirsts, let him come to Me and drink. I will satiate those who follow 
My invitation; it is just for this reason that I permitted My Heart to be 
pierced, that I might be able to receive all therein as in a place of 
refuge.’’ (The words in bold type are a translation of the Latin inscrip- 
tion encircling the Heart in the cover design.) 

That this Wound is a fountain of immeasurable grace and conso- 
lation is symbolized by the stream gushing from the Heart into the 
chalice and from thence dividing into four streams, flowing toward the 
four ends of the earth. The chalice indicates that it is especially in 
the holy Sacrifice of the Mass that the Sacred Heart pours out the 
abundant streams of grace of which It is the fountain. 

The rays of light surrounding the image represent the graces which 
emanate from the Sacred Heart. The flames bursting from the Heart 
symbolize the vehement love wherewith our Lord loves us; the crown 
of thorns encircling It typifies the sufferings inflicted upon the Sacred 
Heart by the coldness and ingratitude of men. Finally, the white circle 
against which the cross and the Heart are placed represents the Sacred 
Host, signifying that the Blessed Sacrament is the supreme manifesta- 
tion of the love of the Sacred Heart; that it is through the Holy 
Eucharist that the graces of the Sacred Heart are imparted most bounti- 
fully; and that it is in this Sacrament that the most painful wounds 
are inflicted on the Adorable Heart of Jesus. 

To those who venerate His Sacred Heart, our Savior imparts the 
Precious Blood and water which issued therefrom, that they may offer 
It unceasingly to the Heavenly Father in expiation for their sins and 
those of the whole world.

The Apostles’ Creed 


Continued 
SECOND ARTICLE 
And in Jesus Christ, His only Son, our Lord. 


In our explanation of the first article of the Apostles’ Creed we treated of 
the existence of God, His attributes and His creative works, of the fall of the 
angels, the rebellion of man against his Creator, his punishment, and the merci- 
ful promise of God to send him a redeemer. In the second article we shall 
treat of ‘the Redeemer, His identity as the Son of God, and the significance of 
His holy Name. 

However, before we take up the subject proper of the second article, a 
short review of the period between the fall of Adam and the coming of the 
Messiah will be helpful toward a better understanding and a fuller appreciation 
of the great work of the Divine Redemption. 





xf LTHOUGH God, who is infinitely good and perfect, is 
always prepared to bestow His gifts, man —a creature 
full of misery and imperfection —is not always capable 
of receiving these gifts to the best advantage. Hence, 
in His dealings with man God chooses, as it were, the 
most opportune time for their bestowal. Thus it was 
that He did not send the promised redeemer immediately, 
but waited until the “‘fulness of time,” so that the world 
might be:adequately prepared for his coming. Man must 
first be made to realize his utter helplessness and misery, his crying 
need for one who would deliver him from the oppressing yoke of sin. 

Those who lived before the time of Christ could, however, through 
hope in the redeemer to come, work out their salvation. In considera- 
tion of the merits of Christ, God granted to Adam and his descendants 
the necessary graces to effect their salvation, although they could not 
enter into eternal beatitude until the Redeemer Himself should reopen 
the gates of heaven and conduct them thither. Hence the just of the 
Old Law were confined, after death, in a place called ‘‘Limbo,” awaiting 
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the coming of Him who was to break the bonds of their captivity and 
conduct them into the realms of eternal bliss. 

The history of the human race from the time of Adam’s fall till 
the coming of the Messiah presents to us a series of pictures portraying 
the incomprehensible perversity of the human heart and the unspeak- 
able patience and long-suffering of God. Again and again, Divine 
Justice is forced to inflict rigorous punishment on a people going astray 
from the way of righteousness; yet, howsoever rigorously it punishes, 
it is always tempered by mercy, and thus, through the passing centuries, 
the faith in the one, true God is kept alive in a small portion of the 
great human family. Names of holy men and great leaders, such as 
Noe, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Moses, Josue, David, Solomon and 
Samuel, stand out from the pages of Holy Writ. These men were the 
chosen instruments of God in the great work of guiding and ruling 
His people. 

Soon after their fall and their expulsion from paradise, Adam and 
Eve were made to feel in a still more painful way the effects of their 
sin. Their beloved son Abel, innocent and just, was slain by Cain, 
their first-born, through jealousy, and thus the evil inclinations im- 
planted in human nature by sin were manifest in the very beginning 
of the human race. Later Adam and Eve were blessed with another 
good and pious son, Seth, who was destined to become the father of a 
God-fearing nation. By degrees, however, the descendants of Seth 
became perverted by intercourse with the wicked descendants of Cain, 
until, in the tenth generation, all mankind had become corrupt, with 
the exception of Noe and his family. When the world had become thus 
steeped in'wickedness, God in His Divine wrath determined to wipe out 
the human race by a deluge. Noe, however was spared, together with 
his family, and was made the father of a new nation. But again, after 
a‘few generations, the people began to turn away from the true, living 
God to the worship of idols. Then, in order to preserve to posterity the 
precious treasure of faith in the one, true God, and the hope of a 
redeemer to come, Almighty God determined to set aside a chosen 
people in whom He would preserve the light of the true faith from 
generation to generation. 

Abraham, a man according to God’s own heart, was chosen to be 
the father of this new nation, and was commanded to go forth from his 
own idolatrous country of Chaldea into the land of Canaan which God 
would give to him and his descendants. This occurred about two thou- 
sand years before the coming of Christ. God promised Abraham that 
he should have a numerous posterity, that He would bless and protect 
him and his descendants as long as they remained faithful to Him, and 
that the Messiah should be born of his ‘ineage., Abraham on his part 
promised that he and his descendants would adore the true God alone 
and that they would be obedient to His-commandments. As a sign of 
this covenant, the law of circumcision was enjoined upon Abraham and 
his descendants. 

In his old age, Abraham’s faith was put to a supreme test by the 
Divine command to sacrifice his only son, Isaac, in whom he had placed 
all hope of ‘the fulfilment of God’s promises. By his. unhesitating obe- 
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dience in, preparing to execute God’s command, he proved his worthiness 
to become the father of all future generations of God’s faithful children. 

Jacob, the grandson of Abraham, became the progenitor of the 
new nation. God changed his ‘name to “Israel,’’ which means ‘One 
who prevails with God,’”’ and his descendants were called “Israelites,” 
or “the chosen people of Israel.’”” Jacob had twelve sons, the second 
youngest of whom, Joseph, was destined to figure prominently in shap- 
ing the course of events which led the family of Jacob to settle in 
Egypt. After the lapse of about two hundred and fifty years, when 
the Israelites had grown into a nation, God ordained that they should 
leave the country of the Nile under the leadership of Moses and Aaron, 
and set out for the promised land. The resistance of Pharao to their 
departure was finally overcome by a series of extraordinary occurrences 
known as the ten plagues, wrought through the instrumentality of 
Moses and Aaron. 


Promulgation of the Law on Mount Sinai 


Three months after their departure from Egypt, the Israelites 
came to Mount Sinai. There, amid lightning and thunder, God gave to 
Moses the Ten Commandments, written on two tablets of stone, and 
committed to him also many other ordinances relating to the public 
worship of God, as well as the civil and moral life of the people. The 
latter are known to us as the “‘Mosaic Law.’’ The ceremonies therein 
prescribed and the ordinances pertaining to sacrifices, atonements and 
purifications, were designed in a special way to prepare the people for 
the coming of the redeemer. 

In obedience to God’s command, Moses constructed a tent, called 
the Tabernacle, so framed that it could easily be taken apart and carried 
with them from place to place in their wanderings. He divided it into 
two parts, — the smaller being called the Holy of Holies, and the larger, 
the Sanctuary. Within the Holy of Holies was placed the Ark of the 
Covenant, a small box made of the most precious wood, overlaid with 
gold and surmounted by two cherubim, in which were placed the two 
tables of the Law. Later, the rod of Aaron and some particles of 
manna were also placed in the Ark. Within the Sanctuary were kept 
three objects consecrated to the worship of God: the table of Show- 
bread, on which were placed twelve loaves of bread, made of the finest 
flour (also called the Loaves of Proposition); the golden candlestick, 
which with its seven lights shone during the entire night; and the 
Altar of Perfumes, on which was burned the finest incense. Around 
the Tabernacle, Moses constructed a grand portico which enclosed the 
Altar of Holocausts and the great brazen basin in which the priests 
were commanded to purify themselves before they performed any 
sacred function. 

Moses also instituted religious feasts and ordained ministers of 
Divine worship. Aaron was anointed as high priest; his sons were 
constituted priests, whose office was to offer sacrifice; and a third order, 
called levites, of the tribe of Levi, were charged with the lower offices 
within the Tabernacle. Thus were instituted the priesthood and the 
official sacrifice of the Old Law, which were to endure until they should 
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be replaced by the unspeakably more holy and sublime priesthood and 
Sacrifice of the New Covenant. 

The sacrifices of the Old Law were either bloody, in which were 
offered heifers, sheep, goats and doves; or unbloody, in which were 
offered cakes, unleavened bread, and wine. The former prefigured the 
bloody sacrifice of Christ on Calvary; the latter were a type of the holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass. 

During their sojourn in the desert, the Israelites were marvelously 
protected and sustained by Divine Providence, and daily fed with a 
mysterious bread from heaven, which was afterwards called manna. 
Yet the people were incredulous and murmured under the hardships 
to which they were subjected. In punishment for their murmurings 
and idolatrous practices, they were obliged to wander in.the desert for 
forty years, until a new generation grew up, and none of those who had 
come out of Egypt were permitted to enter the promised land, except 
Josue and Caleb. Even Moses was not allowed to enter because he 
showed a slight want of faith when God commanded him to strike a 
rock with his rod in order to bring forth water. He was, however, 
given the consolation of beholding the promised land from afar. 

When at length, under the leadership of Josue, the chosen people 
entered the land of Canaan, they conquered the country and divided 
it among the twelve tribes of Israel, each tribe being descended from 
and bearing the name of one of the twelve sons of Jacob. In time, 
however, the Israelites, led astray by their pagan neighbors, fell into 
wickedness and idolatry. To punish them, God permitted them to fall 
into the hands of their enemies, so that under the yoke of servitude 
they might be brought to repentance and return to their God. 

During this period, God sent them pious men, called Judges, 
selected from among the people, to deliver and rule them. But their 
repentance was always of short duration, for at the death of each 
succeeding Judge they again fell into idolatry. Thus for four hundred 
years this faithless and ungrateful people alternated between the wor- 
ship of the true God and the worship of idols. Among the most promi- 
nent of the sixteen Judges who ruled during this period were the last 
three — Samson, Heli and Samuel — the last of them being the most 
renowned of all. 

Upon the reign of the Judges followed the reign of the Kings, the 
first of whom, Saul, was anointed by Samuel. Having displeased God 
by pride and disobedience, Saul was cut off from the throne of Israel, 
and David, a pious shepherd lad, the youngest son of Jesse, of the 
tribe of Juda, was anointed king in his stead. During his glorious 
reign, David waged many successful wars against the enemies of Israel, 
established the administration of justice on an orderly basis, and 
fostered the worship of the true God among his subjects. He erected 
on Mount Sion a magnificent tent in which to place the Ark of the 
Covenant, which was carried thither with great pomp and ceremony. 
David then divided the priests into twenty-four groups, each of which, 
in its turn, was commanded to serve before the Lord. From amongst 
the levites were chosen four thousand singers, whose duty it was to 
chant, day by day, the praises of God. David — on that account often 
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called “the Psalmist,’’ —is especially famous as the composer of the 
sublime psalms which the Church adopted from the religious worship 
of the Old Law and which she daily uses in her official Divine worship. 

Unfortunately, David also exhibited some of the evil traits of 
oriental rulers of his time, and sinned grievously, but God pardoned 
him after he had humbly confessed his faults and performed rigorous 
penance. To David, as to Abraham, God gave the promise that the 
Messiah should be a descendant of his family. Thus Abraham is con- 
sidered the first, and David the second forefather of our Savior accord- 
ing to His human genealogy. 

David was succeeded by his son, Solomon, under whose reign the 
glorious Temple of Jerusalem was erected on Mount Moriah. Upon 
completion of the Temple, which was seven years in building, the Ark 
was carried in triumph from Mount Sion to the sanctuary of the Temple, 
amid singing and rejoicing and the sacrificing of many victims. When 
the Ark had been placed within the sanctuary, the presence of God was 
manifested by a cloud which filled the Temple and fire which came 
down from heaven and consumed the victims. Henceforth, the Temple 
was to be the only place in which sacrifices were offered to God. 

For twenty years, Solomon ruled with great wisdom and justice, 
and his reign was attended by great prosperity. But in his old age he 
was led astray by pagan women to such an extent as to build them 
a temple for their idols. He fell from his greatness, oppressed his 
subjects and scandalized his people; and thus Solomon, the wisest of 
men, died, a sad example of the weakness and fickleness of man and 
the vanity of life. 

Israel is Divided into Two Kingdoms 

Under the despotic rule of Roboam, the son of Solomon, ten of the 
tribes of Israel revolted and chose for themselves another king, named 
Jeroboam. Only the tribes of Juda and Benjamin adhered to Roboam. 
Thus the Jewish people were divided into two kingdoms — the kingdom 
of Israel and the kingdom of Juda. Jerusalem remained the capital 
of Juda, while Samaria, at a later period, became the capital of Israel. 

Jeroboam introduced idolatry into his kingdom, and in time the 
religion of the Samaritans became a mixture of Judaism and paganism. 
There was almost constant strife between the two kingdoms. The 
people of Juda hated the Samaritans, both because of their religion and 
their revolt, and it was for this reason they felt they could offer no 
greater insult to a man than to call him a Samaritan. 

Israel was ruled by a line of wicked kings, and violence, vice and 
idolatry prevailed. To punish the kings and correct the people, God 
from time to time raised up saintly men, called Prophets, of whom we 
shall hear more later. These holy men warned the people of the judg- 
ments which would fall upon them if they did not amend, foretold 
future events, and wrought many miracles, both in the kingdom of 
Israel and in the kingdom of Juda. But the people of Israel were 
perverse and became more and more wicked, until at length God 
resolved upon their destruction. By His permission, the Assyrians laid 
siege to Samaria, took the city, and led the greater portion of the 
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inhabitants of the kingdom as captives into Assyria. As time went on, 
the Israelites became so intermingled with the Assyrians and the 
surrounding nations that they were entirely lost to history, and thus 
perished as a people. 

From the death of King Roboam to the year 588 before Christ, 
eighteen princes of the house of David successively governed Juda. 
Some of them were God-fearing men who listened to the prophets; 
others gave themselves up to idolatry and led the people into sin. 
To punish the latter, God permitted Jerusalem to be captured by the 
Babylonians and the principal men of the tribe to be led into captivity. 
Later, the entire population of Juda was carried into Babylon. For 
seventy years the Jews thus remained captives, during which time they 
learned to acknowledge their sins and to cherish again the law of God. 
At the end of this time (about 536 B.C.) they were permitted to re- 
turn to their own country. They immediately rebuilt Jerusalem and 
the Temple, and for two hundred years lived in peace and contentment. 
From that time till the coming of the Messiah, the chosen people re- 
mained united both politically and religiously, although they had to 
endure many further trials of their faith. 

In the year 63 before Christ, the Romans conquered Jerusalem, 
and in the year 40 the Roman Senate named Herod, an Idumaean, king 
of Juda. Thus the sceptre fell from Juda, and the time for the advent 
of the Messiah was at hand, according to the prophetic promise made 
by Jacob to his son Juda: “The sceptre shall not be taken away from 
Juda, nor a ruler from his thigh, till he come that is to be sent, and 
he shall be the expectation of nations” (Gen. xlix. 10). 


Divine Guidance of the Pagan Nations 


While God was preparing the chosen people for the coming of the 
redeemer, He did not fail to manifest Himself also to the pagan nations, 
and in many ways to exhort them to penance and amendment. He 
spoke to them by the voice of conscience and interior impulses; He 
bestowed upon them natural benefits which gave testimony of His being 
and His goodness; He raised up extraordinary men among them, such 
as Job, Jonas and Daniel, who spoke to them of the true God; He 
dispersed the Israelites among them, who by their piety, their religious 
practices and holy books, acquainted them with the faith in the true 
God; He inflicted chastisements, such as the deluge, the destruction of 
Sodom, and the plagues of Egypt; He spoke to them by angels, by 
portentous dreams, wonderful apparitions and events. All of these 
manifestations were as so many bonds by which God kept the pagan 
nations in a certain sense united to Himself, and means by which He 
prepared them also for the coming of the redeemer. To be continued.

| ESUS, the Divine Magnet of souls, the King of Love, 
reigning upon His modest Eucharistic Throne in the 
humble chapel of Perpetual Adoration in Tucson, 
Arizona, is truly “drawing hearts unto Himself.” Our 
dear readers will rejoice with us, we feel confident, 
in a further triumph which was recently accorded to 
Him, when one hundred and sixty women from the 
various parishes of Tucson pledged to Him their love 
and loyalty, and the promise of keeping weekly one hour of adoration 
before His Sacramental Throne. 

For the past few months, preparations have been under way for 
the solemn ceremony which was to initiate the association of women 
adorers as a parallel to the men’s association of “Knights of the 
Blessed Sacrament.” These preparations came to a glorious climax 
on the evening of April 27th. His Excellency, Daniel J. Gercke, 
Bishop of Tucson, who enthusiastically encourages Eucharistic devotion, 
presided at the ceremony which formally inaugurated the “Sentinels 
of the Blessed Sacrament” and bestowed upon the women adorers the 
emblem of their Eucharistic Association.

Because of lack of space in the Adoration Chapel, it was neces- 
sary to hold the services in the patio of the convent. The porches 
opening onto the patio were transformed into an out-door chapel; 
folding chairs served as pews, and a temporary altar was prepared as 
a throne for our Eucharistic King, while the balcony was beauti- 
fully decorated with the Papal colors of yellow and white. At 7:40 
P. M. the Sisters of the community, in choir mantles, formed a pro- 
cession which was led by the Chaplain of the Convent, the Spiritual 
Director of the “Knights” and the Spiritual Director of the newly- 
formed “Sentinels” of the Blessed Sacrament. The procession wended 
its way from the outer cloister into the Adoration Chapel, His Excel- 
lency, in full pontifical robes, bringing up the rear. The Most 
Reverend Bishop removed the monstrance from the Exposition Throne, 
and our Divine Savior was borne in triumphal procession to the patio 
balcony. There, amid glowing lights and fragrant flowers, the Sacred 
Host was enthroned upon the altar. The Benediction hymns were sung 
by the Sisters’ choir, and then, amid a silent hush of adoring love, 
His Excellency raised the monstrance over the kneeling assembly. 
Jesus imparted His blessing to all present, and who can say with what 
graces He inundated the hearts of those who are from henceforth to be 
sentinels of Eucharistic devotedness. 

Following Benediction, the Spiritual Director of the “Sentinels” 
congratulated them upon their willingness to pledge themselves to the 
adoration of their Hidden God, a sublime service which will not 
only be most pleasing to Him, but also of utmost benefit to themselves. 
The one hundred and sixty women then approached the Shepherd of 
their souls, their Most Reverend Bishop, to receive the insignia of 
their Eucharistic association. After he had bestowed the emblems, 
His Excellency, bearing his mitre and crosier as an evidence of the 
solemnity of the occasion, spoke to the “Sentinels” in glowing words 
of the Divine Mystery of the Altar, and the all-important service to 
which they had pledged themselves. “Unless you eat My Flesh and 
drink My Blood, you shall not have life everlasting,” were the words 
which formed the principal theme of His Excellency’s address and 
which he developed in a manner carrying conviction to every heart. 
Love, he explained, was the main purpose of the institution of the 
Blessed Sacrament, and a return of love is what Jesus longs to receive 
as He abides continually among the children of men in the Sacrament 
of His love. His Excellency also encouraged them to be faithful 
adorers, explaining the fruits which should result from their devotedness 
to the Most Blessed Sacrament. 

When the monstrance had been returned to the Adoration Chapel, 
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and the “Sentinels” were dispersing to their homes, some of the women- 
adorers remained to express their happiness for the privilege which 
is being accorded them of uniting in the solemn service of Perpetual 
Adoration. From one and all came exclamations such as: “Truly, 
this is the most beautiful service I have ever attended...” “I get 
so much pleasure out of my hour of holy adoration. The privilege 
is all ours of being allowed to come...” “My weekly hour in your 
Chapel is the bright star of my whole week. I love that hour and 
wouldn’t miss it for anything.” One of the women adorers, mother of 
four children, related that as she was explaining the association of the 
Sentinels to her little ones, some days previously, her eldest daughter, 
inflamed with the spark of Eucharistic love, earnestly begged to be 
allowed to become a “Sentinel” also, and her wish was readily granted. 
The youngest child, after listening to her mother’s explanation, asked 
naively: “Mother, what do you say to God, and what does God say 
to you?” 

That Jesus, the Fount of all graces in the Sacred Host, is dis- 
pensing His graces liberally is learned from the adorers themselves. 
One of them told the Sisters: “I lost my brother last November. It 
was one of the heaviest crosses of my life, and it was hard to say my 
‘fiat.’ In fact, the only place I could say it was here in your Chapel 
before the Most Blessed Sacrament.” Another mentioned: “My hour 
of adoration is not only a source of grace and help for my soul, but 
even a time of rest for my body, when I can relax and draw near to 
Jesus in peace and quiet.” Another said: “After my mother’s death, 
it was here before the Most Blessed Sacrament that I finally obtained 
peace of soul and resignation.” 

Thus does Jesus, the Divine Magnet of souls, exercise His sway of 
love from the humble chapel in the southwest. During this month 
devoted to the Sacred Heart, we ask our dear friends to unite with us 
in the fervent prayer that His kingdom may come to many hearts, that 
more and more adorers will be drawn to form His Eucharistic court, 
to receive from Him the graces which flow so abyndantly from His 
Heart of love, and especially that soon a much-needed Adoration 
Chapel adequate to accommodate the many lay-adorers may replace 
the now all-too-small temporary chapel where the King of Love holds 
His Eucharistic court.

“Mother, please tell me something 
more about God,” he begged. 

“What shall I tell you, Michael?” “Oh, tell me more about the 
holy Mother of God and the birthday of little Jesus.” 

“As I told you before, good St. Joseph, the foster father of little 
Jesus, and Mary, His Mother, lived in Nazareth before the birth of the 
holy Child. One day, in the winter-time, they had to go from Nazareth 
to Bethlehem, because the Emperor of Rome had ordered it. So Mary 
and Joseph packed a few necessary things in a little bag and started 
on their way. It was a long and tiresome journey, and only on the 
fourth day did they reach the little town of Bethlehem. Joseph kept 
telling Mary that when they reached Bethlehem they would find a hice 
warm place to stay, but when they arrived there, they found that many 
other travelers had come also, and no one wished to take good St.

By the loving dispensation of Divine Providence, we received these 
crosses on a Friday, and commenced their distribution on May 3d, the 
Feast of the Exaltation of the Holy Cross. We pray that the blessing 
of our Divine Savior may accompany them, and that they may be the 
means of fostering greater devotion to the Holy Cross, which is an 
effectual way of combating irreligion and its many attendant evils. 
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The Sacred Heart and the Poor Souls 





1 OWARD the completion of His bloody Sacrifice upon 
Calvary’s heights, our Divine Savior made His last 
testament, granted pardon to sinners, promised paradise 
to the repentant thief, committed His Mother to Saint 
John’s care, and bequeathed to the Church His Sacred 
Wounds, His Cross, and the inestimable treasure of His 
Precious Blood and His merits. And after He had sur- 
rendered His Soul into the hands of His Heavenly Father, He permitted 
His Side to be opened by the lance of Longinus, thus bequeathing to 
His Church the most precious of all His treasures — His Sacred Heart. 

This great Treasure was to be reserved for His dearest and most 
intimate friends. In a particular manner did He bequeath His Heart 
to the poor souls suffering in purgatory as their greatest consolation, 
that as “the first-born from the dead” (2 Coloss. i. 18), He might assist 
the dead. But even this did not satisfy His Divine love. He permitted 
His Heart Itself to be opened, that the last drop of His atoning Blood 
might be offered for the consolation and the relief of the suffering souls. 

e read in Holy Scripture: “One of the soldiers with a spear 
opened His Side, and immediately there came out blood and water” 
(John xix. 34). “This was done,” as St. Chrysostom remarks, for the 
alleviation of the poor souls in the place of purgation.” And Saint 
Chrysologus speaks similarly: “From His Side He poured water, to 
direct the way to paradise, to extinguish in a measure the purifying 
fire of the just in purgatory, to wash away all stain of guilt and to 
discharge the debt contracted of old.” Manifold manifestations, 
certainly, of the infinite love of the Heart of Jesus—a love which 
did not cease even with death. 

Contemplating this excess of love on the part of our Divine Re- 
deemer, are we not forced to exclaim: “O sweetest Jesus! What dost 
Thou do? Thou dost offer Thy all for the consolation of the poor souls 
in purgatory, for the alleviation of their pains. And we, ungrateful ones, 
how little have we done for them!” “What cruelty and inhumanity!” 
exclaims St. Augustine. “They cry daily to us, they who during their 
lifetime endured so much for us, and we do not hasten to assist them.” 
The Precious Blood which the Sacred Heart entrusted to us in order that 
we might make use of It according to our good pleasure — shall we 
leave It unfruitful longer? Shall we not employ It zealously by 
offering It up to God in order to extinguish the flames of purgatory, or 
at least to diminish them? 
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“Above all other gifts and offerings,” wrote St. Cyril in the third 
century, “we believe that it redounds to the superabundant help of the 
departed when that holy and awe-inspiring Sacrifice which glorifies our 
altars is offered for them.” 

Let us, then, hasten to assist the poor souls; for, even though they 
should owe ten thousand talents to their Lord, we have a Divine Treas- 
ure — the opened Heart of Jesus — from which we can pay their 
ransom either by offering a Holy Mass for them or assisting at the 
celebration of Holy Mass in their behalf, or by offering the Precious 
Blood of Jesus for them. This last offering we can make numberless 
times each day — yes, every moment of the day — as we learn from 
the life of St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi, who released many souls from 
purgatory in this way. Let us follow her noble example and zealously 
foster devotion to the poor souls, a devotion which is likewise a 
powerful means of increasing grace in ourselves. 

This devotion is exceedingly pleasing to the Divine Heart of Jesus, 
that Heart which desires nothing more ardently than that the souls so 
dear to God be quickly released from their prison of pain. Through 
this devotion, likewise, we learn to detest sin, because we realize that 
nothing defiled can enter heaven and that it was because of sip that 
the poor souls were consigned to the place of torment. Through this 
devotion, we also learn to suffer with joyful conformity to the will of 
God, inasmuch as the thought of the suffering souls keeps the vision 
of suffering ever before us. 

Such are the very sentiments of the Divine Heart of Jesus; the 
very life of Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament. For what does Jesus do 
in the Blessed Sacrament, in the tabernacle? He prays for us to His 
Heavenly Father; He offers Himself for the conversion of sinners and 
for the salvation of souls. Therefore, if we unite with the Divine Heart 
of Jesus and pray, suffer and offer sacrifices for the poor souls, what 
a close union will exist between the Divine Prisoner of the tabernacle 
and our own souls. What great benefits can we not draw therefrom 
for our spiritual life, while at the same time amassing treasures for 
the suffering souls in purgatory.
